2. What Execution made the moft Noife ? 

A, ‘That of Alderman Cornifh, Sheriff of London, 
a Gentleman very wel] belov’d, who in O€oter, 
was committed to Meavgate, and a Week after try’d 
upon an Indci&tment of High-Treafon, for having 
conipired againit the Life of King Charles II. toge- 
ther with Lord Ruf/el, &c. in the Rye-house Plot. 
lhough there appeared manifeft Contradi@tions in the 
Depoiitions of the Evidences, he neverthelefs was 
condemned and executed as a Traitor the 22d of 
Caster, 1685. Mr. Bateman, a very eminent Sur- 
geon, was alio executed for Treafon. 

<. What Steps did King Yames take in order to 
efablith the Romi/> Religion ? 

4. He attempted, at one and the fame Time, 
two equally difficult ‘Things. ‘The firft was, the fet- 
ting hunfeif above the Laws; and the fecond, the 
Changing of the eftablithed Reiigidn For this Par- 
pay he. difpenfed feveral cf his Officers and Coun- 
‘sors from complying with the Te/t-4@. After 


this, a Sett of Judges, corrupted by the King, gave 
it as their Opinion, that his Majetty could dipente 
with the penal Laws in Cafes of Neceflity, and him- 
felf was the only Judge of that Neceffity. ‘To that 
Refolution King fames chiefly owed his Misfortunes. 

Y. What other Meafures did he take, to introduce 
and fettle Popery ? 

A. He fent a circular Letter to the Bifhops, with 
an Order prohibiting the inferior Clergy from preach- 
ing upon controverted Points. However, fome of 
them would not comply with that Command. Dr. 
Sharp, Re€tor of St. Giles’s, and afterwards Arch- 
bifhop of Yar, expatiated on fome Points of Con- 
troverfy ; which being told the King, he was very 
urgent with the Bifhop of London to fufpend the 
Doétor. 

2. Did the Prelate obey him? 

A. He refufed it ; upon which he was cited to ap- 
pear before the new Ecclefiaftical Commiffion, com- 
pofed of Bifhops and Laymen ; the Lord Chancellor 
Jefferies being one of the Judges of this Court. 

2, What sentence was pronounced by it? 

A. The Bifhop was fufpended from the Execution 
of his Epifcopal Office, during his Majefly’s Pleafure ; 
Dr. Sharp was likewife fufpended. Mr. Fohnjon a 
Clergyman, having addrefled a Writing to the Army, 
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was pillory’d, whip’d cruelly, and fentenced to pay 
sco Marks. The King alfo violated the Statutes of 
the two Univerfities of Oxford and Cambriage. 

”. Did he ftop there ? 

A. He for the better bringing in of Popery, had 
always entertained a Refolution of granting Liberty 
of Confcience, and for this Purpofe publifh’d a De- 
claration in 1687, which he firit fent into Scotland, 
where it was received unanimoufly -by the Council ; 
and publithed in all Parts of that Kingdom. 

2. What Reception did it.meet with in England ? 

A. The Privy Council approved of this Declara- 
tion, which was almolt the fame with that publifled 
in Scotland, except that the King exprefs'd himfelf 
therein in much more moderate Terms, with Regard 
to his abfolute Power. 

2. How was this Declaration received by the 
People ? 

H. As it feemed calculated in Favour of Difien- 
ters of all Denominations, the feveral Sectaries in £x- 
gland received it with the higheft Teftimonies of Joy, 
and thanked his Majefty in Addreffes. In a Word, 
all Parties were highly fatished with it, except the 
Members of the Church of England. 

2. Could the King prevail with the Parliament to 
sepeal the penal Laws and Tetft? 

A. Although he ufed his utmoft Endeavours to 
‘bring them over, he neverthelefs found it impoffible 
for him to effeét it, which occafioned him to diflolve 
it; though he had Reafon to be fatisfy’d with it upon 
all-other Accounts. 

2, What other Marks of abfolute Power did King 
James give? 

A. He fent Roger Palmer, Earl of Caflemain, to 
Rome, to reconcile his three Kingdoms to the Holy- 
See, notwithftanding which that Ambaflador met 
with a very ill Reception from the Pope. King 
James alfo cauled Feraizand Dada, to come into 
England, in Quality of the Pope’s Nuncio, 

Y, What Effect had the fecond Declaration for 
Liberty of Conicience? 

A. Sancroft, Archbithap of Canta bury, and the 
Eifho; $ of St. Ajaph, Edy, Chichefer, Bath and 
Metis, Peterbzrough and Briffe/, refuling to order 
this Declaration to be read in the Churches of their 
Diocefes, were committed Prifoners to the /ower, 
but acquitted in the Aing's- Bence. 

2. What happened during this Interval ? 

The roth of Fuwe, 2685, the Queen was faid 
to be delivered of a Prince, on which Occafion the 
Romanifs truumph’d, wile the Proteitants were a- 
ttonifhed and terrifed. After the Birth of this Prince, 
| reiolved to oppoie the King’s Defigns 
with \ pour. 

2. How did they a&? 

4. Tae Epitcopalians uniung with the Diffenters:, 
refolved to fet the Prince of Grange on the Throne. 
in this View, feveral Noblemen went on various 
revences tothe Hague, in Order to confer there with 
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the Prince of Orang-, who being firmly refolye} to 
fet himfelf at the Head of this Party, fecured ¢. 
himfelf the Affiflance of the Princes his Neighbours. 
in Cafe France ‘fhould Suaek the States-Genirg: my 
ring his Abfence. He afterwards equipped a F heer 
with all poflible Secrecy. 

2. Couid he keep this Secret from taking Vent? 

A. Mr. Skelton, King Fames’s Envoy at tha 
Hague, fent fome Account thereof to his Sovereign ; 
as likewife did Mr. Verace of Genoa, by the fame 
Canal. But no Regard was paid tothete Letter: . 
whether from an Efte&t of too great a Security, o- 
from‘the Earl of Samd:rland’s retufing to communi. 
cate thefe Letters to the King 
>. 9, How did the King of France behave in this 
Conjun¢ture ? 

A. ’Tis faid that he offered King Yaome: 
Fleet, and an Army of 30,000 Men, but that the 
Earl of Sunder/and prevented his accepting ct that 
Succour. Many conclude that King ‘ames refuled 
it from a Suppofition that he fhould have no Occafign 
for it. | 

Q. What Meafures did he take at laf, againg 
the Prince of Orange ? 

4. He appointed the Earl of Fever/ham General 
of his Army, and the Earl of Dartmcuth Comman- 
der of the Fleet, which confilted of 6o Ships,;28 
whereof were of the Line. He then abolithed, but 
with Regret, the Ecclefiaflical Commiflion, reflored 
to the City of Londo» its antient Charter, removed 
ail the Romi/h Magiftrates, put Protettants in their 
Places, and took off the Bifhop of London's Sulpen- 
fion. 

2. Did this Charge prevail with the Prince of Q- 
range to lay afide his Enterprize? 

4. No; he failed from Ho//and, accompanied by 
Marthal Schomberg, Count de Solmes and ae Naffau, 
Meil. Overkerk and Bentincé, and feveral other Per- 
fons of Quality, the igth of Odober, 1688, with the 
Fleet which was compofed of 50 Men of War, 25 
Frigates, as many Firefhips, and about 400 Vittu- 
allers Tran{ports. There were about, 12 or 13 thou- 
fand Forces on Board of thefe Ships. 

2. Was their Voyage fuccefsful ? 

A. The whole Fleet was failed out of Port, and 
had begun to fteer its Courfe, when a Storm groile, 
which obliged tne Prince to return back into tic 
Harbour ; however, he put to Sea again the Aril oi 
Newember. 

2, Did the English Fieet make no Oppofition? _ 

4. The Earl of Dartmouth, the Engle Acmira', 
had promijed the King to intercept the Enemy, bu! 


‘he did not fhow himfelt, and the Prince after itaying

_ Father Francifco having hereupon delivered the Ar- 
ticles of Capituiation fiyn'd by the Viceroy, into tie 
Hands of rhe Archbifhop, tugether with his Excelens 
cy’s Letter, told him, that the Viceroy defired paflionate- 
ly to fee Mafanielio, and pray’d his Eminence tomanags 
an Interview between them- The Archbifhop therefore, 
in Compliance with the Viceroy’s Requeft, aféd his En- 
deavours to perfuade MafanieNo, who; aswell as the othes 
Leaders, feemed at firit nor a litrle averfeto ie ; but his 
Eminence by their Perfuafions at length prevailed; and ‘9 
Was appointed that the Articles of Capitulation fhould 
be read publickly about two o’Clock im the Aicernoor; 
and that Ma/aniello fhould after wards go wich the Aach- 
bifhop, to pay his Refpects to the Viceroy, 

Ir was no fooncr publickly knowa that the Treaty 
was concluded and figned, and that’ Mafaniello was to 
goo the Palace ro make a‘Vifit to the Viceroy, but the 
Marker-place, as well as the Church and Convent of 
the Carmelites, were tilled with Multicudes of the Rab- 
bie, who according to their natural Inconttancy, which 
makes them ftifceptible of every new Impreffion, by 
their Huzza’s ahd Acclamations of Joy, approved that 
Peace, which bit a few Hours before they were fo averfe 
to. The Capitulations were read aloud, by a Norary in 
the Church of Carmine; the Cardinal Archbifhop, be- 
ing there preferic with Mafaniello, Genovino, Arpaja che 
new Ele&, and infinire Numbers of Pcopic, who by their 
repeated Acclamations, feemmed togive their Aflerit to 
them, amd feal the Peace ; Genovino then went upinro the 
Pulpit ; and after having made a fhort Speech, wherein 
he extoll’d * the Advantages of Peace, and exhoued the 
Affembly to give God Thanks for his wonderful. Mere 
cies in terminating the Diltra@ion, and wxdueing the 
City to a’ Srate of Peace and Tranquility,’ he came 
down’ again ; and the whole was concluded with @ Te 
Deum, which was fung by: two: Choirs: of :Muticians,, 
whofe Voices were accompanied with the Hennony of 
all kind of ‘Inftruments. duoh fae, 

The Ceremony beingended, the Atchbifhop, and the, 
chief Officers of the People fer forward for the Viceroy 
Palace. Mafaniello, who, at the Archbifhop’s Pertealion, 
had’ laid afide his Mariver’s: Drefs, appeared ion: Fipi fe 
back, with a magnificent Habit, a tow’sing Plume. of 
Feathers im his Hat; and adrawnm Sword im his Hend;, 
and thus accouter’d, rid before. the Archbifhop’s Coach s, 
His Brother alo, in a-rich: embroidered Sait, rid on. the. 
Right-fide of his Eminence’; ard Apaja, Tribune of. the 
Commons orr'the Left: Julio Genovino came latt,. fol- 
lowed by 160'Companies ‘efi Horfe and Foot, ecophfting ; 
in all-of about $6,000 Men.” Ereaisampoffibletadefgpibe or 
tell how many Praifes: and’ Blofimgs were beftow'd. upon 
the Fifterman, as ‘he -pafly@ along che Streets, by onc 
and the other Stx, whoogutof » Brateful:Senfe of the.

This emphatical and fareaftick Speech being ended, 
and the Archbifhop having, at Mafaniello’s Requeft, Cie 
ven his Blefiing to the People, the General commanded 
them, under Pain of Difobedience, to follow him no tur- 
ther; and rhen wenr into rhe Palace with: the Archbie 
fhop Genovino, Arpaja, and Mateo d’Amalpbi, his Brother. 
His Excellency the Viceroy, ftood ready at rhe Stairs Head 
to receive them. As foon as Mafaniello faw him, ie 
threw himfelf at his Feet ; which having kitled, he 
thanked his Excellency in rhe Name of all she People for 
his gsacious Approbation of this Treaty ; and then told 
him, he was come thither to receive whatever Sentence 
his Excelledcy fhould think fit to paf§ uponhim. But 
the Viceroy raifing him up, and embracing him, ane 
{wer’d: ‘Thar he was extreamly glad to fee him ; and 
fo far from thinking he was criminal, that he, would 
give. him daily: Proots of bis Favour,and Efteem. ‘To 
this Mafaniello replied, thar God, was, his Wiinc fs that 
the only Scope and End of all his Defigns, was rhe Sere 
vicewf the King and of his Excellency, Amer ,which 
the Viceroy, the Archbifhop, and Mefanjello tetired all 
Three into a private Apartment, .in order, to confult t0- 
gether upon the prefenc Poiture. of Affairs.

{ocial Benevolence, to give warning of the Approach 
of Calamity when by umely Prevention it may be 
turned afide, or by preparatory Meafures be more 
eafily endured, I cannot feel the encreafing Warmth, 
or obferve the lengthening Days, without confider- 
ing the Condition of my fair Readers, who are now 
preparing to leave all that has fo long)filled, yp 
their Hours, from all which they have been accui- 
tomed to hope for Detight,: and who till Fafhion 
proclaims the Liberty of. returning to the Seats..of 
Mirth and Elegance, muft endure the rugged Squire, 
the fober Houfewife, the loud Huntfman, or the 
{rmal Parfon; the Roar of obftreperous Jollity, or 
the dull prudential Inftrution, without any Retreat, 
but to the Gloom of Solitude, where they wall yet 
fod greater Inconveniencies, and muftlearn, however 
unwillingly, to endure themfelves. | 

In Winter the Life of the Polite and Gay may 
be faid to roll on with a ftrong and rapid Current ; 
they float along from Pleafure to Pleafure without 
the Trouble of regulating their own Motions, and 
puriue the Courfe of the Stream in all the Felicity 
of Inattention ; content that they find themfelves in 
Progreffion, and carelefs whither they are going. 
But the Months of Summer are a Kind of fleeping 
Stagnation without Wind or Tide, where they are 
left to force themfelves forward by their own La. 
dour, and to direét their Paflage by their own Skill ; 
and where, jf they have not {ome interna] Principle 
of Adivity, they. muft be ftranted upon Shallows, 
or torpid in a perpetual Calm. 

There ‘ate indeed fome. to whom this univerfal 
Diffolution of gay Societies affords a welcome Op- 
portunity of quitting without Difgrace the Poft which 
they have found themfelves unable to maintain, and 
of feeming ‘to retreat only at. the Call of Nature 
‘tom Aflemblies, where after a Short Triumph of 
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uncontefted Superiority, they are over-power'd by 
fome new Intruder of toft Elegance or brighter Vi- 
vacity. By thefe, hopelefs ot Vitory, and Vet a- 
fham’d to confefs a Conquett, the Summer is repard- 
ed as a Releafe from the fatiguing Service of Cele- 
brity, a Difmifion to more certain Joys and a {afer 
Empire. They folace themfelves with the Influence 
which they fhall obrain where they have no Rival 
to fear, and with the Luftre which they fhall effufe, 
when nothing can be feen of brighter Splendor. 
They imagine, when they are preparing for their 

ourney, the Admiration, with which the Ruflicks 
will croud about them, plan the Laws of a new A(- 
fembly, or contrive to delude their Ignorance with 
a fictitious Mode. A thoufand pleafing Expectations 
{warm in the Fancy, and all the approaching Weeks 
are filled with Diftin@tions, Honours, and Autho- 
rities. 

But others, who have lately entered the World, 
or have yet had no. Proofs of its Inconftancy and 
Defertion, are cut off by this cruel Interruption from 
the Enjoyment of their Prerogatives, and doomed 
to lofe four Months. in unactive Obfcurity. Many 
Complaints do Vexation and Terror extort from 
thefe exiled Tyrants of the ‘own, againit the inex- 
orable Sus, who purfaes his Courfe. without any 
Regard to Love or Beauty, and vifits either Tropick. 
at the ftated Time, whether fhunned or courted, de- 
precated or implored. 

To thofe who leave the Places of publick Rcfort 
in the full Bloom of ‘Reputation, withdraw from 
Admuration, Courtfhip, Submifiion, and Applaufe, a 
rural Triumph can give nothing equivalent. The 
Praife of Ignorance, and Subjection of Weaknefs, 
are little regarded by thofe who have been accuftom- 
ed to more important Conquefts; and more valuable 
Panegyricks. Nor indeed fhould the Powers which 
have made Havock inthe Theatres, or borne down 
Rivalry in Courts, be degraded to a mean Attack up- 
on the.untravelled Heir, ot ignoble Conteft with 
the ruddy Milkmaid. 

How: then mutt four long Months be worn away ? 
Four Months, in which there will be no Routs, no 
Shews, mo Ridottos ; in which Vifits muft be re- 
gulated. by the Weather, and Aflemblies will de- 
pend upon the Moon! The Platonifts imagine, that 
the future Punifhment of thofe who have in this 
.Life debafed their Reafon by Subjeétion to their 
Senfes, and have preferred the grofs Gratifications of 
Lewdnefs and Luxury to the pure and fublime Felici- 
ty of Virtue and Contemplation, will arife from the 
Predominance and Solicitations of the fameAppetites, 
in a State which can furnith no Means ‘of a g 
them. I cannot but fufpect that this Month, bright 
with Sunfhine, and fragrant with Perfumes ; this 

Month, which covers the Meadow with Verdure, and 
decks the Gardens with all the Mixtures; of, colori- 
fick Radiations; this Month, from. which the Stu- 
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dent expefts new Infufions of Imagery, and the Na- 
turalift new Scenes of Obfervation; this Month will 
chain down Multitudes to the Platonick Penance of 
Defire without Enjoyment, and hurry them from the 
higheft Satisfaétion which they have yet learned to 
conceive, into a State of hopelefs Wifhes and pi- 
ning Recolleétion, where the Eye of Vanity will 
look round for Admiration to no Purpofe, and the 
Hand of Avarice fhuffle Cards in a Bower with in- 
efteftual Dexterity. 

From the Tedioufnefs of this melancholy Sufpen- 
fion of Life, I would willingly preferve thofe who are

To be 
born in Ignorance with a Capacity of Knowledge, 
and to be placed.in the midit of a World filled with 
Variety, perpetually prefling upon Senfe and irrita- 
ting Curiofity, is furely a fufficient Security againf 
the Languifhment of Inattention. Novelty is indeed 
neceflary to preferve Eagernefs and Alacrity; but 
Art and Nature have Stores inexhauttible by human 
Intellects, and every Moment produces fomething 
new to him who has quickened his. Faculties by dilz- 
gent Obfervatian, 

Some Studies for which the Country and the Sum- 
mer afford. peculiar Opportunities, { fhall perhaps 
endeavour to recommend in fome future Eflay ; but 
if there be any Apprehenfion not apt to admit un- 
accuftomed Ideas, or any Attention {io ftubborn and 
inflexible, as not eafily to comply with new Directions, 
even thefe Obitructions cannot exclude the Pleafure 
of Application ; for there is a higher and nobler 
Employment to which all Faculties are adapted by 
him who gavethem. iThe Duties of Religion fin- 
cerely and regularly performed, will always be fufi- 
cient to exalt the meaneft, and to exercife the high- 
eft Underfianding.
